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We are now enabled to place before our readers the Official 
Accounts of imports, deliveries for consumption, and exports 
of the United Kingdom, for the first quarter of the present year, 
ending the 5th of last month. ‘These accounts cannot fail to be a 
subject of peculiar interest, at a period when commercial trans- 
actions Occupy so great and so important a consideration in re- 
lation to the general state of the country, to the employment 
of the people, the means of subsistence, and the revenue of the 
state. To all classes these are deeply interesting questions 
at the present moment; but to those engaged in commerce, they 
are of the greatest moment. 

One of the most important and striking facts connected with 
these accounts is the remarkable increased supply of all articles 
constituting the ordinary means of subsistence of the population 
at large, and which, in a great majority of cases, come in direct 
competition with the products of this country ; and notwithstand- 
ing which extraordinary supplies, the unusual high prices which 
all these products still command. 


Live Anrmats.—We have had to remark for the two last years 
the steady and rapid increase of the importation of live animals. 
This increase continues during the present year; the following isa 
comparison of the last four years :—

It is, however, worthy of remark, that there are now symptoms of 
the supply on the continent becoming very small, and of prices rising 
to such a rate that a very extensive importation is hardly to be looked 
for. During the last week there have been several French buyers 
at Smithfield market, who have purchased considerably of fat cattle 
for immediate shipment to France. 





PROVISIONS. 

Of all articles known generally under this denomination, the in- 
creased importation and consumption of the present year is also 
very remarkable.

It will be observed, however, that there is a great reduction ap- 
parent in the importation of eggs, which is worthy of remark from 
the fact, that it is supposed to proceed from the great destruction of 
poultry in France and Belgium, whence our foreign eggs are chiefly 
imported, in consequence of the very high price of grain, and the 
consequent expense of keeping them. A similar effect, but to a 
greater extent, has taken place in Ireland, which has hitherto sup- 

lied the markets in the north so largely with eggs and poultry.

Grain, &c.—The trade which, for obvious reasons, has excited 
by far the deepest interest in the present year, has been that of grain. 
We are able now by the accounts before us to compare the quan- 
tities imported in the present year, with the two last years; but the 
great distinction between the present year and the two last, lies in 
the way in which the quantities thus imported have passed iuto 
consumption, and which these accounts do not exactly enable us to 
show, from the fact that, in the present year, there being no duty 
chargeable upon grain, no entry has been made of the quantities en- 
tered for consumption, distinctive from the quantities imported. It 
may, however, generally be stated, that the quantities imported in 
the present year represent those taken for consumption, if we deduct 
from them the quantities re-exported ; for while, last year, the im- 
ports of grain and flour, during the first six months, accumulated in 
the warehouses, in the present year they have passed into consump- 
tion as rapidly as they have come in. The following is the compari-

The consumption of coffee for the three menths shows an increase 
of no less than 1,577,030 lbs above any former year,’and if the same 
proportion is preserved throughout the year, will give a total con- 
sumption of more than 42,000,000 lbs. The total deliveries of the three 
months exceed by more than 3,000,000 lbs those of last year. 


Sucar.—A great variety of causes continue to attach much inte- 
rest to this article. Tbe recent and great changes inthe duties, the 
free introduction of foreign sugars without distinction, and the more 
recent removal of the restrictions on its use in our breweries 
and distilleries, all tend to give an unusual interest to the pro- 
gress of the importation and consumption of this important article 
—important, whether viewed as an article of revenue, or of general 
consumption. The quantities imported in the present year show a con- 
siderable increase upon those of the two last years, but it will be ob- 
served that the increase, compared with 1846, occurs entirely on the 
produce of the Mauritius and of foreign sugar; the imports, both of

The following table shows the imports of wool into the ports of 
London, Liverpool, and Hull, and the totals, including Bristol and 
Leith, up to the Ist of May; by which it would appear that the im- 
port of colonial wools exhibits a large increase in the present year up 
to that date, which is éwenty-five days later than the official tables, 
but that the whole imports show a decrease corresponding with the 
official accounts. From this table it appears that the large decrease 
arises in wool imported from Spain and Portugal, Russia, South 
America, Barbary and Turkey, Syria, Xc. ; while the import of Ger- |} 
man wool is quite equal to last year. Connected with this decrease 
of imports, there can be no doubt that the difference in the rates of 
freight and the demand for shipping for grain and sugar have been 
among the chief causes; and it is fair to suppose that the stocks re- | 
main on hand in the exporting countries. Wool, being a bulky 
article, cannot afford a high freight, especially under the recent de- 
pression of trade.
